The Methodist Men's Forum and 


guests from other men!s Bible classes 
in Covina filled the large auditorium, 
of the church Monday evening, to 
listen to an unusual address on Lin- 
coln, given by Dr. F. D. Blakeslee, 
whose personal and business contact 
with the great martyr .president fur- 
nished a wealth of information. Al- 
though past eighty years of age, Dr. 
Blakeslee was a forceful speaker, his 
strong voice penetrating the rear of 
the large room. 


The. first part of the address dealt" 


largely with the reminiscences when 
the speaker was a clerk in the war 
department at the time of Lincoln's 
presidency. He, probably, is the only 
living man who listened to the presi- 
dent's last address, the day before 
his assassination, delivered on the 
White House grounds to thousands 
of citizens of Washington who had 
been in the habit, following the war, 
of gathering for an hour of music. - 


The latter part of the lecture dealt 


with lessons to be .drawn from Lin- 
coln^ character. The speaker exhib- 
ited a book presented by Mr. Lin- 
coln, to his father, a chaplain in the 
service, before .leaving his assign- 
ment. 
The speaker closed his ad- 


dress with the following poem entit- 
led, "The Lincoln Cent:" 


'' Not upon the eagle golden 
Will we. behold his face, 
Nor yet on gleaming silver 
The honest features trace; 


' But t,6 the lowly copper, ' 


The 'common coin, instead, 
Has fallen the distinction 


, Of bearing Linoohr's head. 


The millionaire will seldom 


• Those noble outlines grasp, 


But childhood's chubby fingers 


: The image off will clasp. 


The poor man will esteem it, 


'• iAnd mothers hold it dear, 


The plain and common people 
He loved when he, was here."

lated by law, and a fair opportunity for all who prove them- 
selves worthy. And let us pledge ourselves to the support, 
defense, and honor to our government and its best traditions 
forever and a day.

sure for ourselves and for alLof our citizens that we cling 
to the fundamentals, to the principles which have enabled 
us to build so successfully, and thus avoid the errors, which 
tend to undermine the government and becloud our future." 


The First Radio Parish— 


(Pomona Bulletin) : A radio parish, non-sectarian, has 


been created at Portland, Maine, where representatives of 
various denominations were present to install Kev. Hough 
as the pastor, who will minister to millions of people through 
the broadcasting station WCSH. It is believed to be the 
world's first radio parish. 


It was first thought that the broadcasting of religious 


services would hurt the churches, as people would stay at 
home in their easy chairs and listen to the preaching and 
singing of hymns, instead of troubling to go to church. Also 
they woxild avoid the collection plate that way. 


Many people have learned through the radio that church 


services are not what they thought. They had looked at 
them as mournful affairs, but they find that they are a cen- 
ter of hope and useful ideas. Many of them are asking why 
they have to isolate themselves from this center of courage 
and resolve, when the doors are open and someone waiting 
to shake hands with them. 


Water and Power Act Up Again— 


(San Francisco Chronicle) : Another attempt will be 


made to put over the $500,000.000 water and power act so 
overwhelmingly defeated by the'voters of California on two 
previous occasions. 
• 


The water and power act initiative which its sponsors 


plan to place on the November ballot is now is the hands 
of the attorney-general's office for titling. 


Although the wording of the act has not yet been com- 


pared with texts of the measures submitted before, it is 
understood that the present initiative is to be identical with 
that disapproved by the voters twice before. 


In 1922 the voters turned down the act which contem- 


plated the issuance of $500,000,000 of bonds in the water 
and power scheme by a majority of more than 353,000. Two 
years later the vote against the proposal mounted to a figure 
approximating 432.000., 


It is understood that Rudolph Sprecklers will again 


finance the campaign for the passage of the act. Franklin 
Hichborn, representing Spreckles, is- one of the leading 
lights behind the act. 


Robert "W. Harrison, chief deputy attorney-general, who 


handles the questions relative to election matters for the 
state, will pass upon the water and power act title.
